Israel's 1982 exodus from Sinai |PI-0 held responsible 
for murder of diplomat

YAMIT. — The Isrucli exodus 
from Sinai continued over the 
weekend. with conveys of trucks, 
vans and other vehicles streaming 
vut of the Sinui. Only a feew dozen 
Yamit citizens, three families from 
Moshav Uvda and u lone kibbulznik 
from Sufa remain of the original set- 
ers, leaving the aren to Stop the 
Withdrawal in Sinai diehards, 


Last Thursday, the finul day of an 
official Israeli civilian presence in 
Sinai, passed without incident. The 
town of Yamit, however, was the 
scene of looting during the 
weekend. 


In Ophira (Sharm e-Sheikh), the 
Egyptians begun their takeover. 


The Stop the Withdrawal move- 
ment on Thursday managed (o lund 
25 more activists from a fishing boat 
off the Yamit shore; however, 35 
others had to sail back to Tel Aviv. 

The yachts left the Tel Aviv 
Murina with some 60) activists on 
bourd and laler rendezvoused with 
the fishing hout. which set sail from 
Ashdod. 

They were met on the beach by 
several hundred members of the 
movement, who clashed with 
reserve soldiers who tried to pre- 
vent the activists from disem- 
barking. One soldier, who tried to 
Puncture the activists’ rubber 
dinghy with his knife, was beaten 


up. 

The few dozen Yamit 
businessmen remuining in town 
have been told they must complete 


the dismantling ol their equipment 
within une week. 

On Thursday, dozens of trucks 
und vans continued streaming out of 
the Yamit urea, piled with the 
Pussessions of leaving families, The 
exodus is taking pice under the 
eyes of the world's news media, 

Members of the Stop the 
Withdrawal in Sinai movement 
pledged ut uw news con- 
ference in Yamit that they would 
Not oppose IDF soldiers in uny way, 

A different note was struck by u 
leader of the Stop the Withdrawal 
movement, Uri Elizur, who said: “It 
will be very difficult if not impossi- 
ble to take us out." 

Elizur declined to spell out the 
steps taken by the militants to 
thwart evacuation, but he declared:

Gaza grenade disturbs quiet in territories

A grenade attack in a Gaza street 
on Sunday shattered a week of com- 
Parative calm in the West Bank and 
Gaza. 

The period of quiet followed dis- 
turbances in the territories during 
which six people were killed — five 
Pulestinians und one Isracli soldier. 
The unrest was sparked by 
Measures aimed at consolidating the 
Isrucli civil administration in the 
areas, including the dismissal of 
pro-Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion mayors in three West Bank 
towns, 

A woman soldier and a civilian 
were wounded in the Gaza attack 
when a grenade was thrown at the 
car in which they were travelling. 

The commercial strike which af- 
fected almost all of the West Bank 
for 12 days ended lust week. Troops 
Were still visible, but their numbers 
Appear to be reduced. 


Five localities in various parts of 
the administered areas were placed 
under curfew last week. 

The village of Ya'abid came un- 
der. curfew after youths al- 
lacked a patrol with knives and 
firebombs. Three youths were 
wounded when the patrol opened 
fire on the altackers, 

The head of the Tarkumiya vil- 
lage council in the Hebron dis- 
trict was slightly wounded last week 
when a pipe bomb went off un- 
derneath his car. 

Kamal Satefta, who is active in 
the Hebron arca Village League, 
was reported in satisfactory condi- 
tion and under guard et Alia 
hospital in Hebron after undergoing 


surgery. The bomb, which exploded ᾿ 


as he was about to drive off, injured 
the lower part of his right leg. 
Mustafa Dudein, head of the

Israel has strongly condemned 
the terrorist. murder of diplomat 
Ya'acov Bar-Simantoy in Paris 
Saturday and accused the Palestine 
Liberation Organization of respon- 
sibility, Bar-Simantov, the embes- 
sy’s second counsellor, was gunned 
down by a woman terrorist in front 
of his wife and two of their children. 

According to Israel Radio, the 
feeling ‘among cabinet ministers is 
that the murder was a violation of 
the ceasefire signed by Israel and 
Lebanese-based terrorists last July. 

He said that even if it turns out 
theta European terrorist group car- 
ried oul the assassination, the PLO 
still would be held responsible 
because of the training facilities it 
extends to Buropean extremists. 

A memorial service for the slain 
diplomat was held in Paris on Sun- 
day. Speaking at the service, Israel: 
Ambassador Mcir Rosenne called 
on all countries to excommunicate 
the PLO for its murderous acts. 

In Jerusalem, the cabinet sent 
condolences to Bar-Simantov's 
tumily and to the family of the 
sergeant-major killed in a grenade 
altagk in Gozo last week. 

inn statement in Beirut, the PLO 
denied any conncction to the kill- 
ing. A group calling itself the 
“Lebanese Armed Revolutionary 
Brigades” reportedly said it was 
behind the murder and a 
submachine-gun attack in Paris 
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earlier last week on the Israeh 
purchasing mission. 

Bar-Simantov, 43, was the first 
Israeli diplomat killed by terrorists 
since January 1973. 

The embassy said Bur-Simantov, 
who was in charge of political at- 
fairs, received emergency treatment 
at the scene of the shooting but died 
a short time later. No particular 
security arrangements had been in 
effect for the diplomat. 


On Monday of last week αὶ power- 
ful terrorist blast aboard the Paris- 
Toulouse express train killed five 
and injured 27 passengers. 


Investigators sald that preliminary 
tests showed that the explosive in the 
bomb was the same type of plastic 
used in the bombing of the Paris syn- 
agogue three years ago in which three 
persons were killed. 

According to “most authoritative 
sources” in Paris, the murder of the 
diplomat was likely to‘be linked to 
the recent spate of terrorist acis in 
France attributed to the inler- 
national terrorist known us 
“Carlos.”

Police seek new clues in girl's slaying

developed abroad to try ta find new 
clues to the murder and mutilation 
of 11-year-old Nava Elimelech.

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THE TERRITORIES 


JORDAN is playing a significant 
role in the current uprising on the 
West Bank. Decisions concerning 
members of the Village Leagues 
were recently made by the Joint 
Committee for the Affairs of the 
Occupied Territories in Amman. 
Members of the leagues who do not 
dissociate themselves will be pul to 
death and their property will be 
confiscated. There may also be 
threats by the PLO and pressures by 
the oil countries that pump billions 
into the Hashemite coffers. 
However, it is not their interests 
that Jordan is protecting — it is 
protecting [15 own interests, 

Three factors have directed Jor- 
danian policy with regard to the 
West Bank since 1967: the aspira- 
tion to redeem the land lost in the 
Six Day War and regain 
sovereignty over that land; concern 
about the Increasing influence of 
the PLO on the population; fear 
that an accommodation will be 
reached between Isracl and the 
local representatives. 


Despite the Rabat resolution in 
October 1974 that the PLO is the 
sole legitimate representative of the 
Palestinian people and despite King 
Hussein's declarations regarding 
the Palestinians’ right to self- 
determination and to their own 
state, Hussein has not given up hope 
of restoring Jordanian occupation 
of the West Bank and its rule over 
the territory, In this sense, Hussein 
has faithfully followed the expan- 
sionism of his grandfather, King Ab- 
dullah, bul his motives are even 
stronger, While Abdullah had a vi- 
sion of a “Greater Syria," ils non- 
fulfilment was not a threat to his 
regime, whereas Hussein has very 
good ressons to fear that any solu- 
tion in the West Bank under either 
PLO or Israeli patronage could 
serlously endanger the regime on 
the East Bank. First, because there 
are a million Palestinians living 
there today; and second, because 
the Palestinians have acquired an 
unprecedented sense of 
nationalism. 

In this context, the PLO’s threat 
to the Hashemite regime is greater 
than Israel's. Palestinian in- 
dependence under PLO patronage 
will Inevitably stimulate the rise of 
an irridentist movement among the 
East Bank Palestinians: hence 
Jordan's objection te any expres- 
sion of Patestinian nationalism. But 


independence under Isracli 


patronage will not have the same 
result, and Amman has therefore 
only reacted against Israel when it 
has seemed that Israel is planning 
something on the West Bank that 
does nol take Jordan's interests into 
account. 

The main idea underlying the 
political concepts of the Jordan 
branch of the Hashemites is that the 
Jordanians and the Palestinians are 
one people, and that the two banks 
are one land under the sovereignty 
of a ruler of the Hashemite dynasty. 
This same idea guided Jordan when 
it supported the Partition Plan of 
1937, held talks with Golda Meir in 
1947/48, and invaded Israel and an- 
nexed Palestinian territory; and 
when, between 1948 and 1967, it 
strove to make “Palestine” into the 
“West Bank of the Arab Hashemite 
Kingdom" and the Palestinians a 
part of the Jordanian entity. 


THE PLO is Hussein's main oppo- 
‘nent and ever since its establish- 
ment in 1964 there has been con- 
stant conflict between them. The 
conflict cased in 1967, but three 
years later the king would record 
the blackest page in his career when 
his Beduin reginent massacred over 
20,000 Palestinians in the streets of

Provocation from 
the East Bank 


King Hussein has not given up hope of restoring Jordanian rule 
over the West Bank and is largely responsible for the current 
disturbances there, says ZVI ELPELEG of the Shiloah Institute. 


Amman and in the forests of Ajlun. 
When he kept his promise that 
“there will not be ε Palestinian 
house that does not mourn,” and 
thousands of familles lamented their 
dead, the king came out in 1972 
with his “Federation Plans” that 
were meant basically to be a 
political victory after the physical 
destruction of the Palestinians had 
already been accomplished. 

Playing the role of “big brother," 
Hussein ruled in the West Bank un- 
til 1967 with flowers and swords. 
Flowers were glven to persons will- 
ing to conceal their Palestinian 
identity in order to identify with the 
regime, and swords were used 
against those not loyal to the 
throne. No less than {00 Palestinians 
were privileged to be ministers in 
Hussein's governments, while thou- 
sands of others were victims of the 
Jordanian Legion, and filled the 
notorious ΕἸ Jaffer ‘prison in the 
desert. ὃ 

Even today, West Bankers call 
Jordanian rule Sav el-Malak (Curse 
the king), meaning that il is cnough 
to curse the king in order to be sent 
to jail. Is this the same Hussein who 
is now accusing Israel of terrorist 
behaviour and obliterating the 
Palestinian entity? 

Only twice in the last 14 years has 
the rivalry between the PLO and 
Hussein been interrupted — once 
after the Six Day War and now, 
after the signing of the Camp David 
Accords. After the war, both were 
worried that Israel would take ad- 
vantage of its position in the Wesl 
Bank and conclude an arrangement 
with the people which would ex- 
clude the PLO and Jordan. Lately, 
their concern has focused on 
Israel's efforts to encourage local 
Tepresentatives to take part in the 
autonomy talks. . 

Both times their cooperation has 
been ad hoc in order to avert the 
danger of an Israeli initiative to in- 
troduce autonomy. Afler the Six 
Day War they worrled needlessly: 
Israel did nothing except walt for 


telephone calls from the Arab 
countries .., But now there are the 
Camp David Accords and the 
autonomy plan, and the danger for 
the PLO or Jordan is real. 

The village leagues, which began 
to be formed in 1978 on the in- 
itiative of local representatives of 
the residents, unite thousands of 
people in the rural areas. State- 
ments by their leaders recognize 
their right to negotiate with Israel. 
This has caused Amman to fear that 
something is developing that is 
liable to threaten their interests, Is 
the Israeli activity also a threat to 
Palestinian independence? 


ALL THE present critics of the 
Israel government's policy, both in- 
ternationally and in this country, 
answer this question affirmatively. 
Their main argument is that the 
autonomy plan is intended only for 
a transitional period of five years, 
and that what is going to take place 
afterwards is not independence but 
no more than home rule at best, and 
Judaizalion and annexation at 
worst, 

This argument is based on the 
limits that the Israel government 
wants to put on the proposed 
autonomy during the transition 
period and on statements by Israeli 
personalities on the subject of 
future sovereignty in Judea and 
Samaria. According to the critics, 
these ars the reasons for the refusal 
of local spokesmen to join the 
autonomy talks that began in May 
1978, and the refusal of the 
municipalities to cooperate with the 
civilian administration that was es- 
tablished in late 1981, Another 
charge is that, while Israel is discus- 
sing autonomy, Jewish settlements 
continue to multiply on the West 
Bank. 

Some of these arguments are only 
partially valid, and they ignore the 
most important factor: that the PLO 
and Jordan, by means of threats, 
economic sanctions and political as 
sassinations, are dictating the reac- 


gee camp on the northern outskirts of

tion of the people to the peace 

process and the autonomy plan. 

They are- not doing this because 

they care about the Palestinians in 

the territories, These tactics- have 
little to do with the welfare of the 

people and the desire of many of 

them to resolve the problems 

peacefully. 

The Camp David Accords do not 
promise the Palestinians immediate 
fulfilment of all their aspirations, 
but they promise more than has 
ever been promised before. In these 
agreements, the term ‘‘full 
autonomy” for the Palestinians is 
used for the first time; they speak of 
“the resolution of the Palestinian 
problem in all its aspects" and of 
“the legitimate rights of the Palesti- 
nian people.” 

There are Israelis who see the 
autonomy as a transitional stage to 
Israeli annexation. On the other 
hand, there are many Israelis at the 
decision-making level who foresee 
the development of the autonomy 
into a Palestinian state. There are 
those who fear such a development 
and those who welcome it. 


THE PROBLEM of Jewish scttle- 
ments and the question of future 
sovereignty should not have been a 
stumbling block preventing local 
spokesmen from coming ‘to the 
negotiating table: the purpose of 
negotiation is to bridge gaps. But 
even if theré Were’ voices in favour 


of negotiation, those voices have - 


been sileneed by the PLO and 
Jordan, é 

Moreover, the declared position 
of the PLO is that they will not join 
Camp David. Not because of the 
Sontent of the agreements, but 
because it would mean recognizing 
Israel, and such tecoguition Is 
against the PLO's principles. The 
PLO is willing to accept control of 
the West Bank and the Gaza Strip, 
but only if this is done without 
{sracli Intervention. The leadership 
Suggests that the territorles.be put 
under UN trusteeship for eventual 


transfer to the PLO. : 

The position was, therefore, that 
it was futile for Israel! to suggest the: 
inclusion of the PLO in the 
autonomy negotiations and that the 
West Bank mayors were unable to 
take part in the negotiations, 
because of pressure by the PLO and 
those dependent on the services of 
the Jordanian government. The 
only choice left to Israel was either 
to inform the Egyptians that the 
autonomy talks could not be con- 
tinued and to keep the territories 
under military rule, with all the un- 
desirable consequences entailed, or 
to establish civilian administration, 
which would enable those in- 
terested to act in the direction of 
autonomy independently of outside 
influence. 

In reaction to Israel's attempt to 
encourage local cooperation, the 
PLO sent terrorists to execute peo- 
ple in the West Bank.

“THE BRIDE of Palestine," as 
Ramallah is sometimes called by its 
residents, was pretty and peaceful 
towards the end of last week. 
Perched on the edge of the Judean 
hills, many of the fine stone houses

But the 58-58 no confidence vote 
ao week ago seemed to stop the 
coalition in its tracks. Begin sug- 
gested to his cabinet colleagues that 
they resign, and they tumed the idea 
down. A tie vote on no confidence 
does not compel the government to 
resign. But it brought the coalition 
to a new low. 

Yet the same coalition, which 
looked so sick and wan during the 
Knessct’s winter term and which 
some sought to write off as a dead 
loss, will spring to life when the 
summer term opens on Monday, 
May 3. The virus of opposition to 
the Sinai withdrawal which afflicted 
fhe patient will suddenly vanish 
after the final withdrawal from Sinai 
on April 25, 

Ever since its birth, the coalition 
has had a problem functioning in 
the Knesset because its members 
did not turn up in sufficient 
numbers, The majority of two did 
not provide enough leeway, because

Coalition wobbles to a recess

᾿ The parliamentary troubles of 
this coalition, like those of so many 
past coalitions, stem from the 
religious parties. To be more 
precise, they stem from the rivalry 
between the religious parties. 

The four-man Agudat Yisrael fac- 
tion, for all the power it appeared to 
wield when it gave Begin his 61 ma- 
jority, failed to get its way during 
the winter term with legislation, 
although it enjoyed more cash sub- 
sidies for its educationat institutions 
than ever before. 

While Aguda seems winning its 
Sabbath ban on El Al Nights, this 
does not concern the Knesset. The 
sole item of legislation on which the 
party got its way was the defeat of 
Abie Nathan's bid to anchor his 
Voice of Peace radiv station to 
{srael'’s shore — a matter which the 
Knesset handled as a private 
member's bill. 

But this is peanuts compared to 
the two major legislative issues on 
which the Aguda was stumped; an 
archeology law and the “who is a 
Jew" amendment, 

The archacology bill, article 47 of 


the coalition agreement, was sup- 
posed to limit excavations in an- 
cient burial grounds und give the 
rabbinate a say on the subject. The 
commitment was binding on the 
coalition, but the wording was 
vague. Negotiations for a final for- 
mula got bogged down in a coalition 
committee comprising coalition 
chairman Avraham Shapira 
(Aguda), Sara Doron (Likud- 
Liberals) and Yehuda Ben-Meir 
(NRP). 

The proposed amendment to the 
Law of Return stipulated that con- 
versions for the purpose of the law 
must be “according to halacha.” It 
was even a binding coalition com- 
mitment, but Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin promised to do 
his best. This, it turned out, was not 
good enough, because the Liberal 
wing of the Likud had a large 
number of reluctant members, who 
foiled the move, 

Begin’s second coalition, formed 
after the June 30, 1981 elections, 
has produced a curious polarity in 
the present Knesset between 
Agudat Yisrael and the Liberal wing 


of the Likud, whose members ap- 
pear to have little to say with 
respect to defence, foreign affairs, 
events in the administered areas, 
economics, and social matters, But 
they have found one single area in 
which to flex their muscles — the 
religious sphere. 

The Liberals, in acting as a brake 
on the Aguda, have been assisted 
surreptitiously by the National 
Religious Party, which always com- 
plains vociferously when the Aguda 
takes a religious initiative on its 
own. It usually manages to jump 
onto the Aguda bandwagon, but 
then, often serves to slow it down. 

The Aguda has not appeared as 
united in this_Kneaset as it: was in 
the tast one, nor us effective. In ear- 
ly 1980, for instance, when a law 
restricting abortions was passed, the 
four Aguda MKs worked as a team, 
lobbying from morning to night to 
ensure a majority, They compelled 
Begin to make the abortion issue a 
matter of coalition discipline and 
personal credibility. Many Liberals, 
recalling that experience, were 
determined 10 dig in their heels this 


time, both during the coalition 
negotiations which fixed the 
parameters of religious legislation 
and subsequently in the Knesset, 

The Aguda faction {s pulling in 
different directioms in the present 
Knesset, with Avraham Shapira and 
Shmuel Alpert, both Gerer has- 
sidim, often at cross purposes with 
seasoned politicians Shlomo 
Lorincz and Menahem Porush, who 
know all the tricks. Shapira and 
Alpert may hearken to the messages 
coming from the Orthodox com- 
munity in North America, but 
Lorincz and Porush have a tight grip 
on the parliamentary helm here. 

The Sinai withdrawal will help 
Begin bring the breakaway right- 
wingers back into the fold and in- 
sure his mathematical majority, But 
the withdrawal will do nothing to 
heal the disappointment fell in the 
Council of Torah Sages, whose 
members are not impressed by the 
money flowing through the well- 
worn hands of Lorincz and Porush. 
They want action on religious 
legislation. The Begin coalition, 
therefore, can expect trouble from 
its religious components as long as it 
lasts, 

No summary of the winter term 
could be complete without a men- 
tion of the Alignment’s perfar- 
mance. Having reached a total of 48 
seats once Shulamit Aloni came in it 
served the Likud with constant 
harassment and caused the coalition 
to lose many votes, but it could not 
topple Begin. 

The Alignment, which came so 
close to victory in the last election, 
opened the winter term crestfallen, 
but managed to pick up spiril as it 
went along, seeing how it managed 
to make the coalition jumpy. 

Apart from the grave disunity 
shown in the Alignment over the 
Golun Law in December, the fac- 
tion worked well together. ... -, 

Yet the Alignment did nut pussess 
the gouds that might induce 
Begin's coalition partners to desert 
the Likud, 11 emerged from the 
winter term with a few tenuous 
points in common with the NRP 
and Tami, but the Alignment’s 
refusul lo allow its members a {ree 
vote on the “who is a Jew™ law has 
opened a wider gap between the 
Alignment and the Aguda. 


‘Who’s a Jew’ bill dropped

The Knesset was held in suspense 
until a very Inte hour on Tues- 
day of last week by Agudat 
Yisrael's determined efforts to drum 
up support for its ‘Who is a Jew” 
amendment, and the equally deter- 
mined efforts of opponents of the 
amendment to see it defeated, After 
a day of intense behind-the-scenes 
lobbying and interminable paper- 
und-pencit caleviations by the 
various faction floor-managers, 
Aguda concluded that the amend- 
ment would fall — and decided 
therefore not to table it. 

Political observers hesistated to 
predict what middle or long-term ef- 
[τοῖς this failure might have on the 
delicate fabric of coalition relations. 

in the coalition agreement of last 
year, Premier Menachem Begin 
pledged his best efforts to push the 
meusure through. Aguda's ‘Council 
of Tora Sages" has been urging 
fulfitment of this commitment. 

But the solid recalcitrance of 
eight or nine.Likud-Liberals, among 
them two ministers (Ehrlich and 
Berman), determined in the end 
that the amendment would fall, and 
Aguda drew back rather than suffer 
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the defeat. 

The Liberat votes ageinst the 
amendment would have joined 
those of the Labour Alignment (48), 
Hadash (4), and Shinui (2) to ensure 
rejection of the amendment, Earlier 
in the day the Alignment group had 
voted by a substantial majority to 
apply faction discipline thus requir- 
ing all its members to vote against 
the amendment. 

An imediate coalition crisis does 
not seem on the cards. Aguda’s MK 
Menahem Porush told The 
Jerusalem Post pointedly last night 
that the Council of Tora Sages had 
not made the parties’ continued 
participation in the coalition con- 
ditional upon passage of the amend- 
ment. : 

Porush said that faction chairman 
MK Avraham Shapira had been 
“instructed” to cease uttering 
veiled threats about Aguda's future 
support for the coalition. 

Shapira declared tast night that 
the Alignment faction's decision to 
oppose his bill en bloc put back for a 
long time the possibility of Aguda 
supporting an Aligment govern- 
ment. 

Although Aguda and the National 
Religious Party met together in the 


early evening and decided to forgo 
tabling the amendment, MKs op- 
posing the amendment suspected a 
ploy to catch them off their guard 
and quickly vote the measure 
through. They therefore all stayed 
on in the House, warily watching 
the pro-amendment forces until the 
adjournment was called, close to 
11.00 p.m. 

The Aguda-inspired amendment 
would have added the words “ac- 
cording to Halacha” to the mention 
of conversion in the Law of 
Return. As il presently stands, the 
Jaw defines a Jew as a person “born 
of a Jewish mother or converted,” 

The proposed amendment is 
fiercely opposed by the Reform 
movement in the U.S., and also by 
the Conservative movement which 
maintains that its conversions are 
halachic but that its rabbis are not 
recognized by the Israeli rabbinate 
and governent. 

One of a number of rumours 
making the Knessét lobby rounds 
last night was that Hadash MK 
Charlie Biton had been offered a 
vast sum of money for a develop- 
ment project in the Jerusalem 
Musrara quarter if he would sup- 
port the Aguda amendment, 


MKs approve budget 
as Ben-Porat abstains

By 8 vote of 59-57, with one 
abstention, the Knesset last week 
passed the supplementary budget of 
1841.6 billion for the fiscal year 
just ended. 

Mordechai Ben-Porat (Telem) 
abstained. 

Had Ben-Porat voted against the 
legislation, like his Telem colleague 
Yigael Hurvilz did, the Alignment 
could have endangered the govern- 
ment coalition by summoning home 
from abroad Rabbi Menahem 
Hacohen for another negative — 
and tying — vote. Unlike last 
week’s no-confidence vote, the 
government in the case of legisla- 
tion Initiatives must obtain a ma- 
jority and cannot do with a tie vote. 

But because Ben-Porat had said 
he would abstain, the Alignment did 
not summon Hacohen back because 
it had no chance to defeat the 
budget.

Citing his prime minister, Margaret 
Thatcher, he said: “If we demand 
the right of Israel to live in security 
and peace, we must be prepared for 
these rights to be accorded to 
others,..We believe the Palestinians 
are entitled to self-determination."

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A gentleman farmer visits kibbutz

KIBBUTZ NA'AN. —. Lord Carrington, the gentleman 
farmer, spent Thursday afternoon of last week inspec- 
ling irrigation systems and churning up the dust in the 
fields around this collective settlement. 

There were few kibbutzniks around to greet the !2-car 
cavalcade of prey and black limousines and police 
escorts since the visit was kept secret by the kibbutz 
leaders, Most of the youngsters put down the rumour of 
the impending visit to be an April Fool's Day hoax. 

The British foreign secretary, who owns and runs 
some 900 acres of farmland with wheat, barley, cows 
and sheep in Buckinghamshire and Lincolnshire, spent 
half an hour discussing the merits and costs of the 
sophisticated irrigation equipment produced by Na‘an's 
Metal Industries with the plant's chief agronomist, the 
German-born Ya’acov Spier, 

Spier lost little time, in their talk, while sitting on 
folding wooden chairs under the birch tree in the fac- 
tory's courtyard, in telling Carrington that the plant — 
which exports $6 million worth of products annually — 
arew out of a clandestine Hagana grenade factory 
during the Brilish Mundate. 

“Lord Currington takes his farming very seriously. 
After a heavy week, he devotes most weekends to his 
crops,” one British security officer told The Jerusalem 
Post.

Later, Carrington, and his entourage of Foreign Of- 
fice und Foreign Ministry officials, and dozens of 
security personnel, wandered about a large irrigation 
pond just east of the kibbutz buildings. 

“So the (drip irrigation) system is based on a 
polythene pipe with a hole in it?" asked Carrington. “1 
mean a hole in the right place," he udded, correcting 
himself. . 

“That's not so expensive," said the foreign secretary, 
after Spier told him that the system works out at 5.20 
per yard,

When Carrington was told that all the kibbutz's 600- 
700 members were fully employed and that the 
Measures of automation have made no one redundant, 
he recalled a visit to China, where he suw “a farm about 
this size. They hud 17,000 lubourers on it,” 

Then Spier turned on the sprinklers and Currington, 
unmindfut of the drops darkening his trousers, pressed 
on with general and specific questions about kibbutz life 
and the irrigation equipment plant. 

Spier suid that Nu‘an exports only £30,000 worth of its 
products to Britain cach year. “You have too much 
rain,” he said and Carrington smiled,

“Our job is to verily that the 
terms of the Israel-Egypt peace 
treaty and protocol are being 
adhered to," said Lt.-Col. lan 
kdwurdson of Australia, a press 
liuison officer, “We will report 
violations to hath sides. We will not 
rectify them ourselves.” Impartial 
observer, then, perhaps even stern 
uncle, but no enforcer.

Camp Commandant Martin, 
leader of the British contingent, is 
waiting for his office to be com- 
pleted. Meanwhile, his desk has 
been set up in the corridor outside 
the office of an American full 
colonel serving as chief of staf. 
During the course of an interview, 
the British officer leapt to his teet 
every time the American colonel 
strode in or out, which was often. 

Martin, a lank officer who served 
as liaison in the German armour 
achool betore cothing to Sinai, 
decided to designate his British unit 
a squadron, with its cavalry con- 
notations, rather than a platoon. 

The most distinctive Figure at 
Eitam is the young British officer in 
charge of camp security — Capt.

Prof. Salk cited UN demographic 
studies to back his thesis that the 
velocity of population growth is 
beginning to slow down, saying it 
would stabilize at It billion in 150 
years, from the present 4.5 billion 
and the six billion projected for the 
year 2000. 

He also advocated that mankind 
take control of evolution und give it 
direction, metabiologically as well 
as biologically. Though the chal- 
lenges are tremendous, he did not 
despair of ability to overcome 
them, saying optimism is vital as we 
start to come to grips with the 
problems of the future, 
—In-a-somber diagnosis, heart trans- 
plant pioneer Christiaan Barnard 
said the medical profession is losing 
its heart in its pursuit of over- 
specialization and space-age 
technology. He appealed to physi- 
cians to consider their putients as 
human beings and not a complex of 
orguns and “interesting diseases." 

He urged doctors to in- 
lervene actively in the policies of 
world food production and distribu- 
tion, to stop mass starvation and 
give mankind a chunce to survive 
into the 2181 century. “I am neither 
&n optimist nor a pessimist for the 
future, it depends on us,” he 
declared. Barnard said the 
goal of medicine was “not only to 
Prolong life but improve its 

quality." 

He cited UN statistics to show 
that while 400 million people are 
suffering from malnutrition there 
Was actually an over-production of 
3,000 calories per person of food. 
He considered it the duty of physi- 
clans to intervene to change the 
situation: not merely treat the suf- 
ferers from it. 

Speaking to the press after his 
lecture, Barnard said he had curried 
out 57 heart transplants in the past 
14 years and (4 of the patients were 
Still alive. The big achievement had 
been the improvement of the 
patients’ Jife quality rather than its 
tength, he felt. But he noted that 
during the same period 400 million 
children died of malnutrition before 
their second birthday. 

He was willing to predict that “in 
our lifetime heart transplants 
Would become much more common 
ee the Only treatment for complex 

cart diseases, He believed that 
Tiechunioal-heartsthuve-no future"

developed would salve the problem 
of Uinsplant rejections.

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THE WITHDRAWAL 


THE BREATHTAKING scenery 
of Southern Sinai is the backdrop to 
a mosaic of strange juxtapositions as 
several thousand [araelis make their 
way there to sce, for the last time 
under Israeli rule, some of.the most 
beautiful nature-spots along the. 
dcep-biue Red Sea. The scores of 
trucks, buses, private cars and 
military vehicles are virtually lost in 
the long, flat stretches, and oc- 
caslonal ascents of the approx- 
imately 250-km. road from Eilat to 
Sharm e-Sheikh. They are dwarfed 
by the mighty Sinal mountain 
ranges, whose peaks reach up stark- 
ly into the steel-blue sky, eternal 
and untouchable, defying any 
changes that mundane rulera may 
make. 

The road signs still read Neviot, 
Di-Zahav and Ophira — familiar 
names in the itinerary of nature- 
loving campers, deep-sea divera and: 
surfers, By next month, under old- 
new Egyptian rule, they will revert 
to Nueiba, Dahab and Sharm. 

The pessimists fear that they will 
not be able to return here for a long 
time and regard this as a farewell 
visit to beloved sites of unmatched 
beauty which were opened up to the 
tegular traveller during the almost 
15 years of Israel's administration of 
the vasi Sinai peninsula. It was a 
unique and mostly successiul attempt 
to bring the benefits of modern 
civilization to hitherto almost un- 
touched preserves of nature without 
actually desecrating their virgin 
purity. Thus the moonscape of the 
multi-coloured rocks stands aloof 
from the winding, scenic road. 

The optimists believe that Israel's 
second modern exodus from Sinai 
within 25 years will also usher in a 
hew era of peaceful cooperation 
with the Egyptians, whe appear 
committed to keeping Sinai's 
tourism spols open to everyone, 
first and foremost to the thousands 
of scores of Israeli Sinai lovers, 
But with all the positive signs and 
gestures of Egyptian goodwill, many 
questions remain unanswered, and 
only time will tell who was right, 
the pessimists or the optimists. 


AN ISRAELI flag at the southern 
tip of Taba Bay, some 5 km. south 
of Eilat, marks the spot'that Israel 
regards as the new border.between 
Isracl and Egypt after April 26. The 
handful of soldiers manning the 
military road-block is unperturted, 
not to say bored, by the traffic 
streaming southward. :The duty 
guard gives only a cursory look at 
the passing vehicles, often not even 
getting up from his comfortable 
chair. There is a fairly large number 
of hired cars, driven by ‘tourists 
from abroad, whe also want|to have 
a last look at Sinai as run by Israclis. 
They also know that within a few 
days, even thet part of Sinai which 
still remains under Israel! control 
will have been hermetically’ closed.

Jewish Agency to agree — as long 
as two years ago to move out 
and to settle their compensation 
claims pending the tinal outcome.

The Di-Zahav holiday motel is 
still:run by the Jewish Agency- 
owned company of that name, bul 
has in effect already been sold to 
the :Egyptians. A mixed !sracli-

half-dozen couples who have 
decided to spend the last Israeli - 
weekend here. Kamel, one of the 
more:senior Egyptians, seems conli- 
dent that it will be business as usual 
after April. The Israeli staff are nol

Some of the Dahab Beduin arrive 
in a fancy, brand-new Mercedes 
taxi with an Israeli South Sinai 
number-plate to bring supplics to 
the Egyptians and to ensure good 
Telations with the new management. 

Itzik Hermon, the founder of the 
now defunct Dahab Diving Centre, 
has come down with his wife and 
three of their five children for a 
farewell and a last picture-taking 
visit. Originally from Bat-Yam, they 
lived in Dahab for six yeara until 
they moved to Eilat a year ago “to 
wait and sce.”

COLLEGE DIVIDENDS IN THE NEGEV ON 


Navon, President of the Stale of Israel, Yerach Giatter, Mayor of Yeroham, and 
Miriam Alexenberg, Ceramics instructor discuss overseas student participation in 
ihe institute lor the Arts in Jewish life in the college's ceramics studio.

Yeroham: It could be anywhere in 
the neglected badiands of a country 
caught up ina rush to develop. 
Home of a forgotten people, those 
who lacked the resources to pack 
up and move to more hospitable 
ragions. 


Yeroham: Population 7,000 

founded In 1951 as the Nagev‘s first 
development town, settled by Jews 
fram Morocco and India who were 
expecting a Tel Aviv suburb. Situat- 
éd 35 kllometers south of Beer 
Sheva, the town languished, inactive 
and unmotivated, for 14 years until 
its first factory, TEMPO Glass, was 
constructed. 


Sixteen years after Yeroham's 
birth, however, the town witnessed 
8 complete about-face with the 
arrival of four American families. 
Sharing Ben Gurlon’s viston and in 
the footsteps of the patriarch Abra- 
ham, they turned sleepy Yeroham 
into a center of learning the likes of 
which is to be found nowhere else 
in the world. Calling themselves the 
‘Harkeners of Peace’ (Mashmia 
Shaiam) these families deliberately 
chose the most problem-ridden, 
quiescent of towns in which {o create 
what at first glance seems a rhap- 
sody of incongruities. 


The American sattiers, who since 
1977 have expanded to 15 farnilies, 
chose not Jerusalem or Tel Aviv, not 
aven Beer Sheva, but Yeroham to 
found a liberal arts college devoied 
to study through analysis of the 
Jewish experience. 

Alter seeing the American dream 
become a mechanized nightmare, 
they came to the desert, traditional 
home of Jewish re-awakening, to 
make a new beginning. And they 
came specilicaily to Yeroham to 
face what they see as "ihe major 
pioneering challenge of Israel today" 
— that of narrowing the gap between 
rich and poor, Ashkenazim and 
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|Saphardim, in Israeli society. 


In the four years since Ramat 
Hanegev Collage held its first clas- 
ses in an abundoned government 
building. it has moved rapidly to- 
wards the realization of both goais. 


The townspeople, and those of 
neighdaring Ofakim and Dimona, 
have a regional college at which 
they can prapare for bagrut (stand- 
ardized matriculation exam), without 
which advancement in Israeli society 
Is next to impossible. israel has Its 
first liberal arts collage, and over- 
seas students can participate In a 
revolutionary work-study program. 


Ramat Hanegev Collage offers 
study options, learning processes, 
work experience and 8 social and 
natural environment unavallable at 
Israel's larger, more established 
instutitions. The Collage’s overseas 
sludents, come to Yeroham Instead 
of Jerusalem or Tel Aviv to discover 
the significance of the desert in 
Jewish lifa, and to study a unique. 
aspect of thelr heritage. 

Californian Wendy Welker has 
been at Ramat Hanegev since Octo- 
ber 1981 and intends to complete a 
semester there, 

When she first heard of the 
college, through contact with the 
American Zionist Youth Federation, 
the Idea of living, studying and work- 
ing in a development town seemed 
an enticing adventure. 


Having already visited Israel on 
the Young Judea program, Wendy 
wanted to return, but was looking 
for something “a bit different”. Ramat 
Hanegey seemed the perfect alterna- 
tive. Now, after thrae months In 
Yeroham, she has no regrets and 
nothing but praise for the Ramat 
Hanegev oversaas students program. 

“Studying at the Hebrew Univer- 
sity Is almost like fiving in an Anglo- 
Saxon ghetto,” she sald. "You're 
only experiancing Israel from a dis- 
tance, In a protected environment.

“In Yeroham, i'm seeing a side οἱ 
(srael that most overseas students 
never experience. I'm living In a 
development lown and mixing al- 
most exclusively with Israelis.” 

Wendy has found only one abso- 
lutely necessary pre-requisite fora 
successiul term al Ramat Hanegev 
— “self-motivation.” One of her 
reasons for choosing a work-study 
Program In a development town was 
8 desire to find out more about the 
practical aspects of social work 
before commiting herself to specific 
sludies In America, and she has 
designed her course at Ramat 
Hanegev accordingly. 

In addition to educational psy- 
chology, philosophy of education, 
and education of the underprivileged 
In Israel, she is undertaking an Inde- 
pendent study program which In- 
valves volunteer social work with 
families in Yeroham. By the end of 
the semester, she feels she will have 
gathered the criterion by which to 
make an intelligent career decision. 

“At Berkeley, | studied psychology 
ang sociology. | was thinking about 
social work, but it was hard to 
choose a direction of study. Here "πὶ 
getiIng the experience | was fooking 
for. | may not choose social work in 
the end, but at feast I'll know what 
I'm missing.” 

And in the process, she is experl- 
encing another side of Israel In a 
relaxed, co-operative study environ- 
ment. This, she belleves, Is the 
college's greaiest asset. "Ramat 
Hanegev Is perfect, not only for 

someone who wants to study in 
Israel but also for someone who 
wants to get away from the strict, 
steuctured environment of most 
universities here.” 

Wendy's conclusion conforms 
exactly with that drawn by the col- 
lege's overseas program director, 
Haim Chertok, who sees Ramat 
Hanegev primarily as Israel's only 
real study alternative. 


According to Chertok, the inter- 
national dormitory life of Paris, New 
York and Jerusalem are Indlsting- 
ulshable: "If the undergraduate 


j | student really wants to experience 
§ | Israeli life, this Is a much sounder 
δ | alternative and a very exciting 


opportunity.” 

The College also represents a 
new beginning In educational philo- 
sophy 88 well as milieu. The ‘Harken- 
ers of Peace’ have in a relatively 
short time established a lifestyle 
that Is not a hangover from the 
counter-cultural creations of the 
1960s, but a development, reaching 
far Into the annals of Jewish experi- 
encs and embracing the latest inno- 
vations of art and sclence. 

The dominant model of education 
— "a system of churches In 8 fac- 
tory with the priest telling the truth 
to the kids” — is past, says Dr. 
Menachem Alexenberg, Ramat Ha- 

Inegev's principal, and If coming 
generations are to successfully 

mest the demands of the 21st cen- 
tury they must learn to ask the right 
questions, nal ba spoon-ied a series 
of “correct” answers. 

Itis the asking of questions that 
forms the basis of ail courses at 
Ramat Hanegev. “The core of learn- 
Ing Is Torah study," says Alexen- 
berg.” but were nat a yeshiva 
becuuse we 5 εν Judaism in rela- 
tlon te world knowledge.” 

Al Ramat Hanegav. Torah sources 
are studied as part of an ongoing 
search for “the Jewish view of 
sense Involvement”. The central 
search is through art. 

However, creating a Jewlsh 
space-time through the study of ail 
is only one dimension. if enough 
Interost is sparked, faculty mem- 
bers are prepared to initiate a 
similar study of music. Other core 
courses (in English) Include “Desert 
Ecology: A Systems Approach", 
"Jewish Studies: Bible, Law, Mitz- 
vol (Commandments)" and "Human 
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Ecology: Social Dynamics In 
Israel”. 

Electives range from arid zone 
architecture through geobotanies 
and glassblowing to sculpture and 
string quartet. Field experience Is 
gained In and around Yeroham or 
through Sde Boker's Institute of 
Desert Research and Beer Sheva’s 
Applied Research Institute. 

The College's 14 overseas stu- 
dents of the past year could be 
Increased to an optimum of fifty, 
The students come under the aus- 
pices of the Jewish Agency's Sherut 
La'am (work-study program), and 
for tuition, housing, hot midday 
meal, health care, excursions and 
an $85 per month stipend, pay $850 
per semester. Although the Ramat 
Hanegev academic year begins In 
October, applications will be pro- 
cessed immediately. An ulpan for 
students with little or no knowledge 
of Hebrew Is available in nearby 
Dimona during the summer months.

“The activism of the late '60’s and 
early ‘70's has been channeled Into 
academic studies,” stated Jonathan 
Davis, assistant director of U.C.Y.A. 
(Ulpanim and Counseling for Young 
Adults, following his recent four 
week tour of 25 campuses In the 
United States. 

“Although students today are 
apathetic to political and ideological 
events, they are not apathetic to 
academic events. Frequently, these 
students do not want to come to 
Israel and ‘waste’ six months here 
without getting credit. Because 
transferring credits Is very Important 
to them, we must take a more evo- 
lutionary approach towards our 
Israel programming." 


-Mr-Davis has been working with 


Jewish students on college campuses 
since 1976, when as an allyah shallach 


(representative) he worked exten- 
sively with the Boston student popu- 


lation. Since 1979 he has concantrated| 


his efforts on introducing young 
adults fo Israel through the varlous 
Programs offered by the Jewish 
Agency. 

In order to implement programs 
that students of the 808 would take 
notice of. 8 more concrete approach 
to Israel programming is taking place 
In the U.C.Y.A.'s Tel Aviv office at 12 
Kaplan Street. 

For students interested in obtain- 
ing college credit while visiting Israst, 
the popular kibbutz ulpan programs 
have arranged foreign language 
Credit In many universitles abroad. 
According to Mr. Davis, some college 
departments are giving credit In 
sociology and psychology for stays 
on kibbutz providing one writes a 
project paper while working, studying 
and volunteering on kibbutz. 

The internship (stagerim) program 
Is an outreach project developed 
especially for students who want to 
work In thelr specific professions. 

“The whole Idea of promoting 
Internship programs Is to encourage 
People to come to Israel and work in 
their own professional capabilities," 
Mr. Davis asserted. “If an engineering 
student comes to work here for six 
months, he will receive credit from 


necessarily dig In an archaeological 
dig. You don't have to come and 
necessarily rebulld the old city of 
Safed or pick oranges on a kibbutz. 
You can also work here and bulld 
airplanes or work In 8 hospital 
according to your professional 
career desires."

Attracting students to Israel has 
become a bona fide task for the 
staff at the Jewish Agency's Aliyah 
and Klita Department. 

“We cannot promote programs 
the way we used to,” Mr. Davis 
declared. "People used to come to 
us before. Now we have to come to 
the people. And In order for us to 
come to the people we have to come 
in 8 way that is presentable — in a 
way thal they will accept us.” 


Mr. Davis estimates that he met 
with 800 students from over seventy 
campuses during organizational 
conferences; these student activists 
promote Israel to their contampora- 
rles. To his dismay, however, he 
found that most of the Jewish stu- 
dents on the 25 campuses he visited 
were not concerned about Israel. 

“Iwas alarmed at the ignorance 
the students had vis a vis Israel and 
what happens there. But | don't 
belleve in using gimmicks.” Mr. Davis 
expressed. "I don't believe you 
should lower the values of Zionism 
In order to reach all these indlvi- 
duals. What we do need, however, Is 
ἃ more professional public relations 
approach in order to Influence the 
haif million Jewish students Presently 
residing in America.” 

Mr. Davis continued, “It is not 
enough to base all our PR on pro- 
gram graduates or on people who 
have graduated from zlonist youth 
movements; we can’t depend on 
all those people who have been fo 
Israel or who know about Israel. We 
have to work, In my opinion, on the 
outer concentric circles In order to 
Influence more and more people to 


Join the Israel bandwagon.”

This past January the State of Israel 
played host to εἰ group of elght 
college students representing the 
student-run allyah activist organi- 
zation known as the University Ser- 
vices Department. Formed back in 
1974 In response to the Yom Kippur 
War, the Zionism equals Rascism 
resolution passed by the United 
Nations and the overall negative 
image of Israel being promulgated 
by the press, this organization 
began with just a handful of activist 
students In the Berkeley/San Fran- 
cisco area. Since that time, however, 
the USD, as it is called, has expanded 
Into a powerful network servicing 
Jewish campus groups on over 180 
colleges throughout America. 
The alm of USD is two-fold: (1) 
to provide various Jewish college 
groups with information and ser- 
vices relevant to Israel and Zionism 
(.. providing speakers, organizing 
activities, clarifying issues etc.) and 
(2) to promote student Programs In 
Israel. Says Gary Sherne, regional 
coordinator of the Pacific Northwest 
and also a student at Berkeley, “Our 
overall objective Is to raise the 
Jewish consciousness of American 
Jewish college students and to en- 
Courage aliyah. We've found that the 
best way to do this Is to get them to 
Israet on a student Program. Tha 
fact that out of 425,000 Jewish 
college students in the U.S. less 
than 20,000 have ever been to Israel 
on 8 program is the situation we're 
trying to correct.” 

The Internat structure of USD con- 
sists of 14 regional coordinators, 
each of whom traln, assist and 
funnel information to the college 
representatives of tha Jewish cam- 


Pus groups In his or her particular 
region of America. 


Elght of these regional coordina- 
tors, on a recent two-week mission to 
Israel, accomplished many Important 
functions: (1) talking extensively 
with American students presently 
Studying in Israel (2) scoping out the 
gamut of programs, activities and 
work opportunities that exist in 
Israel today for collage youth (3) 
acqulring a thorough understanding 
of Israel's social and political Issues 
through private discussions with the 
likes of President Navon; Moshe 
Arens, ambassador to 
Washington; numerous Knesset 
members; newspaper editors and 
university professors and (4) visiting 
such controversial areas as Yamit 
and the Golan. 


Says Karen Golden, .505 
regional coordinator for the mid- 
Atlantic states: "As a result of our 
Inside look Into every facet of the 
Israel scene, seeing with our own 
eyes what's really happening in Israsl, 
we feel much better qualified, in our 
future discussions with college stu- 
dents, to communicate both sides 
of the Issues. And In dealing with the 
many media-induced doubts and 
Prejudices today's students have 
about Israel, we'll be able to re- 
assure them that Israel is as much 
as ever a vibrant, dynamic state with 
innumerable exciting opportunities 


for young Jews coming from over- 
seas.” 


Another Important goal of thelr 
mission was to lobby in behalf of 
thelr organization for support and 
assistance from the Foreign Ministry,

How much does it cost to live as a 
student in Israel?

‘| For overseas students, tiving on an 
israeli shoestring can be simplified 
with the heip of this financial over- 
view of an average student's outlay 
in dollars during the academic 
School year. The figures quoted 
below are based on interviews with 
students and counselors at the 
most popular university overseas 
progtams. Consider your own ind!- 
vidual needs and personality when 
tailoring a successful budget. 


Tuition: For overseas students, tul- 
tion at the city universities will run 
about $1600 for the 1982-83 school 
year. A non-refundable registration 
fee ($25-30) must be submitted with 
your application. 


Dormitory: At Jerusalem’s Hebrew 
University, dormitory fees for the 
academic year_are $400: Tel Aviv’s 
Ἢ Mitory fee Is $750, while Halfa 
Univrsity charges $780 per year. 
There Is usuallf, but not always, 
space in the dormitories, with two to 
three students sharing a room and 
communal cooking facilltles. 


Option: Those students who prefer 
sharing an apartment in the clty 
should budget $1,000. 


Health Insurance: At the Hebrew 
University, health insurance for the 
period including the summer ulpan 
Is Included in the tuition fee pro- 
viding the student seeks treatment 
at Hadassah, Ein Karem or 
Hadassah, Mt. Scopus. 

Tel Aviv University recommends 
the student carry health insurance 
from abroad; if they so desire, how- 
ever, supplementary insurance can 
be obtained for $10 8 month with 
Kupat Cholim (the local health plan) 
for minor ailments not requiring 
hospitalization. 

Haifa University advises local 
health Insurance with Kupat Chollm 
at $22 a month. 


Opiion: Students preferring private 
medical treatment must pay for it 


themselves immediately following 
care. 


Summer Ulpanim: in preparation 
for regular courses at the univerel- 
ties as well as for the special pro- 
grams run for students from over- 
seas, the summer ulpan Is essential 
for all who know little or no Hebrew. 
Without sufficient Hebrew, contact 
with the general student body and 
'srasl society at large is severely 
hampered. 

At Jerusalem and Halfa Universi- 
ties, the ten-week summer ulpan

ROUTE TO YOUR ROOTS 


by Elisse Jo Goldstein 


Finding one's roots has long been 

ἃ part of Jewlsh culture, as we ail 
have the desire to trace back and find 
our "Kunta Kinte" — to learn some- 
thing about our unique heritage. 

Livnot U'Lehibanot (To Build and 
to be Bullt} is tha nama and aim of 
the Safed work/study program, pro- 
viding Its participants with the 
Opportunity to learn about their past 
in Israel — literally digging It out 
with their own hands. 

Only a year and half old, "Livnot” 
was the braln-child of Aaron Botzer, 
the program's director, who dug out 
his own house in the Old City of 
Safed — preity much an anclent ruin 
in Itself —- and kept digging! The 
three-month program gives young 
Jewish people between the ages of 
20 and 28, with little or no formal 
background In Judaism, a chance to 
contribute to Israel and, In the pro- 
cess, discover thair own Jewish 
identity. 

The pregram ΙΒ headquartered in 
the city of Safed, the capital of Upper 
Galilee. Safed, known as the city of 
mysticism, due to the influx of the 
Cabbafists In the 16th century, was 
the cultural center of the medieval 
world and the focal point around 
which much of Judaism spun. A 
Jewish community has existed con- 
tinuously for at least 800 years, but 
due In part to the earthquakes of the 
1830's, much of the Old Cily lies 
buried under rocks and debris. 

in order to begin the tedious work 
of uncovering the rulns, “Livnot's" 
bullders commence work at seven 
In the morning. Everyone gathers In 
the courtyard, grabs thelr shovels, 
picks and wheelbarrows and divides 
up into working crews. Tha Old Clty 
Is thelr site! While clearing out the 
dir and rocks, rooms and cisterns 
are discovered. Vauited cailings, 
arched doorways and parts of 

columns (your roots) resurface 
amidst the dust and dirt of centuries. 
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To what end dogs one labor? 
“The idea is to do physical work", 
Aaron Botzer explains, “but the 
bullding Is really a means to an end. 
The work Itself bacomes a positive 
Jewish experience. Not only to do 
something, but to become some- 
thing. Helping to rebulld the Old 
Clty, you do, In essarice, rebuild 
yourself." 


David Klein, 28, a Baltmorlan with 
aB.A. in Philosophy, was at the 
“checking-out stage” when he came 
to Safed. “I wanted to be exposed 
to Judalsm, but not necessarily to 
make a committment. | saw how 
much work needad to be done, and 
| really wanted to contribute te the 
bullding of Israel. When you realize 
that the house you are cleaning out 


was Dullt by Jews hundreds of years * 


ago, you really feel you are accom- 
plishing something,” he says. 


While the moming hours (7 to 11) 
are devoted to restoration work on 
religious, cultural and historical 
sites In the Old City, afternoons (3 to 
7) are spent studying aspects of 
Judaism and {ts contribution to world 
civilization. An ulpan (Hebrew tan- 
guage Course) Is also provided for 
the program's participants. 


Mirlam Botzer, housemother, 
occupational therapist and Aaron's 
partner In Ilfe, lectures on the role of 
the Jewish woman. She under- 
scores the essence of the issue- 
oriented classes. “People come hera 
with questions that desire answers. 
if we can provide those answers as 
well as an understanding of what It 
means to be a Jew and the know- 
ledge that goes with that... we 
have been successtul." 

Aaron agreos. "The classes deal 
with subjects that are controversial 
— the concept of Gad and the 
chosen people, science and Juda- 
Ism, creation. For many of the par- 
tictpants, this [8 the first time they 


ara coming to grips with their Jewlsh- 
ness. Our goal Is to get these people 
to confront themselves as Jews, and 
for they, themselves, to start finding 
ἃ way to relate to the questions. The 
courses provide the means to the 
answers, but everyone has to find 
thelr own way, thelr own involve- 
ment.” 


Jewish dietary laws and Sabbath 
observance are maintained during 
the program's three sessions begin- 
ning March 1, June 1 and Septemn- 
ber 1. According to Robin Moss, a 
recent graduate of “Livnot,” Sab- 
bath In Safed was rewarding and 
surprisingly itumtnating. “| wasn't 
used to sharing things with others, 
but during that first Sabbath when 
we prayed on Aaron’s roof, | began 
to understand what Is Important. 
The sun was going down and we 
were singing and sharing something 
wonderful.” 


The “Livnotnike” have also par- 
{icipated In unusual community pro- 
Jects outside the buried walls of tha 
Ok Clty. During the shelling of Kiryat 
Shmona, everyone went up to assist 
the residents In clearing up the 
rubble. David Bender, now in the 
Ulpan on Kibbutz Naan, and Aaron 
Botzer installed plumbing in a num- 
ber of bomb shelters In the area. 
Another group joined forces with 50 
"Satedim" to perform for local hos~ 
pital patients. Seven people from 
Gail Markman's group worked on 
an archaeological dig outside the 
Old City. “We were working along- 
side local boys," she said, “They 
couldn't get over women working — 
pushing wheelbarrows no less!” 


The self-sustaining nature of the 
Program's framework further 
davelops the sense of community. 


The students maintaln the premises 
themselves. 


When Aaron went to mifuim (army 
reserve duty), the program followed 
him up to the base, where, working 
with the soldiers, they helped fortify 
the bunker with sandbags and 
barbed wire. “We had the whole 
group there — men and women,” 
Aaron noted. "The teamwork and 
enthusiasm were such that even the 
soldiers worked Ilke they never 
worked before! Group dynamics 
play a big part in this program. 

It's a close situation and you have to 
get along with people — everyone 
has to do his share,” 

Livnot U'Lehibanot culminates 
with the typical Israeli adventure, the 
dyul (trip). Although there are three 
trips interspersed during the pro- 
gram’s session, "The Tlyul” refers to 
the three-day walk from the Kinneret 
to the Mediterranean, literally from 
sea to shining sea. 

The “modern mystics" excavating 
the Old City exto! Aaron's uncanny 
ability to bring the Mediterranean 
sunset into everyone's focus.

Those were the days ... building Yamit in 1976, 


IT WAS ENDING hollowly, like 
the echo of the empty apartment 
when one rapped on the door..This 
had been the home of the leading 
militant in Yamit who had vowed to 
hold out with weapons untit he was 
properly compensated. Like vir- 
tually all the others, he had already 
packed up, even though the finial 
compensation terms were still 
indefinite. 

The dream was crumbling quietly 
— a dream that had turned into a 
nightmare and was already 
emerging. in the distance as 
nostalgia. This was the final day 
before the army sealed off the town, 
but it seemed clear that there would 
be no trouble from the veteran resi- 
dents) whd had. displayed such 
militancy in the past three years. 

“A few months ago we were so 
sure we would resist evacuation,” 
said Lucy Brenner, “Now everyone 
is going peacefully. We're tired. 
We've had enough. 

“We went though many stages. 
Two monihs ago I was so nervous 
because ‘of the compensation 
business. [ don’t know why. Now | 
don't care anymore. [ told my hus- 
band we're not going to argue about 

-money:-We've got to leave here 
whole, shleimin.” 

Lucy pnd Michael Brenner 
emigrated from Moscow in 1972. 
They were part of the original Rus- 
sian and American garinim — settle- 
ment nuclei — who had lived 
nearby in, desert conditions for two 
years, until the first homes in Yamit 
were ready for them. Then they set 
up the town's supermarket.

THERE WERE removal vans 
farked on the grass around the 
town, but there was no sense of a 
hurried exodus, no raised voices, 
virtually no tears except when 
Neighbours came to take quick 
leave of one another. “We'll see, you 
soon, You must come," 

‘Debris and sand were ulreudy 
taking hold around the edges of the 
houses, One peered through the 
gaping spyhole of a familiar apart- 
ment to sce it naked, except for 
wires dangling from the wall. 

To walk through the emptying 
town is to feel sadness to the point 
of tears ~— not for the individuals 
who fived there, but for the shining 
hopes the town symbolized. ‘In its 
death throes, Yamit looked more 
beautiful than ever. 

“Who came tu Yamit?" asked 
Lucy Brenner. “People who wanted . 
to build anew, to change their lives. 


People who wanted to work. That — 
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gives charucter to acity, We buill a 
NeW society, ἃ young svciely, ἃ goud 
society. Phere were Yemenites and 
Russians and everything else, There 
were the religious and the secular, If 
only [ could tell you what Eretz 
Yisrael has last here.” 

The idedtism, or unrealistic in- 
novence, that many Russian im- 
migrauts bring with thei was sorely 
tested in the crucible of Yamit but 
the Brenners appear to have 
emerged (oughened rather thon 
shattered, and with at least some of 
their faith intact, 


“Tm not sorry we came here,” 


said Lucy, who has three children 
ranging from one τὸ 18 years. “In a 
few years we passed through whole 
periods that a nation passes through 
ina much Jonger time. We lived for 
years in sand now we have this” — 
her nod took in the handsome five- 
room house, two of the rooms ad- 
ded on just before the Camp David 
agrecment. ‘Now we've got to start 
anew, But we'll manage. Some peo- 
ple have to go through much more 
difficult things.” 

More upsetting for the Brenners 
than the uprooting aspect is the 
aspect of retreat; and here, personal 
and national sentiments merge inex- 
tricubly. 

“In Russia, | left my family and 
all I knew and yet I felt good about 
what | was doing,” said Lucy, “I 
wus going forward. Αἰ [I ascended, 
Or immigrated.) What a wonderful 
word. What feelings do I have now? 
I'm not leaving my family, but it's 
not a step forward I'm taking, it's a 
Step backwards.” . 

It. is this sense of retreat, of a loss 
of momentum in the process of 
nation-building, that underlies 
much of the discomfort over the 
loss of Yamit. Regaining that sense 
uf “going forward" will be one of 
the major challenges, not only for 
the ex-Yamit families trying to find 
their place again on the other side 
of the old-new border, but for the 
nation.

The honoured Judge

IT IS HARDLY surprising that 35 
educational institutions, hospitals, 
charities and cultural bodies should 
have decided to gel together at a 
ceremony last week in Tel Aviv to 
honour Judge Joseph Herbstein, a 
powerhouse in the Israe] Commit- 
tee of the South African Zionist 
Federation. After all, they are 
receiving 1S4.7m. in grants this year, 
largely as a result of his efforts. 

“The Judge,” as he is known to 
all South Africans settled in Israel, 
ridicules the limelight thrown on 
him personally as a result of the 
creation of the grants and bursaries 
administered by the Federation. 
“It’s all a lot of bloody nonsense," 
he declares firmly, “ΝΟ one man is 
responsible. I've had a lot of excel- 
lent people working with me. I'll 
mention a few. When | came to set- 
Ne in Israe) in 1963, the late inez 
Bernstein and Leib Frank were an 
immense help in building up the 
grants and bursaries: now Alec 
Pincus and Edwin Kirson are doing 
great work." 

Few people will agree with 
Herbstein's under-estimate of his 
own contribution to the creation of 
the funds, One of the few Jews to be 
elevated to the Supreme Court 
bench, on which he served from 
1946 to [963, he was always a 
fanatical and outspoken Zionist. 


WHEN HE RETIRED from his 
position on the bench in 1963, at the 
age of 65, he came at once on 
aliya. Two of his children, ἃ son and 
a daughter, had come to serve in the 


Joseph Herbstein 


War of Independence: his daughter 
is now an economist in Israel and 
his son a professor at the Technion 
in Haifa. 

For a man who was supposed to 
have come to Israel on retirement, 
his life here proved to be energetic, 
demanding and exciting. Even to- 
day, approaching his 85th birthday, 
he is still putting in a long day's 
work on the funds, although on an 
honorary basis. 

“This year,” he says, “we are ad- 
ministering 79 trust funds and es- 
tates which have a total capital of 
$1,867,317. In addition to direct 
scholarships and grants to 82 in- 
dividuals, we meet such wide- 
ranging needs as assisting in the re- 
education of disabled soldiers, ad- 
ding an intensive care unit in the 
memory of Dr. Mary Gordon to a 
hospital, helping a needy orohan 
girl to get miarried,” 

No little achievement tor a 
retired man. 


Tanta Cilia’

IF CILIA LOOTS had saved “only” 
23 Jews from the Nazis, that would 
have been enough. But it wasn't 
enough for her. She not only wanted 
to keep the children entrusted to 
her care alive; she wanted them to 
have a happy life, despite the un- 
happy state of the world. 


Miss Loots, now in her late seven, 
ties and confined to a wheelchair, 
came to Israel to visit three of her 
“children” who now live here. (On a 
previous visit, she planted a tree in 
the Avenue of Righteous Gentiles 
at Yad Vashem.) 


Wasn't she afraid to take in 
Jewish children in Nazi-occupied 
Holland? “Everything is risky in 
wartime,” she replies, "I didn’t dare 
be aftaid. | also didn't do anything 
the Germans asked — [ didn't give 
up my radio or my copperware or 
my blankets. On the other hand, | 
didn't go around talking about it. [ 
protested quietly,” 

Miss Loots had been running a 
small school for problem children 
in the provincial Dutch town of 
Amersfoort. 

“When Jewish children were 
about to be expelled from govern- 
ment schools, the principal of an in- 
stitution from which children were 
sometimes referred to me, asked if ] 
would take two Jewish children. 1 
agreed, and eventually | replaced all 
the Christian children in my care 
with Jewish children who were 
refefred to me.” . 

She didn’t hide the chitdren in the 
house. They went shopping, swimm- 
ing, to musle lessons — indeed, 
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Cilia Loots 


everywhere children would normal- 
ly go. 


“SHE GAVE us a lot of love,” says 
Miriam, one of her “children. 
“There were people who cared for 
Jewish children for only so long as 
the parents could pay, or who made 
the children their maids, or who 
kept the children hidden in atlics or 
cellars for years, Tanta Cilia, as we 
call her, gave us a good life. There 
wasn't always enough food, but 
there was always plenty of love. 

“We were a happy family," says 
Cilia Loots, (Seven children stayed 
with her for almost three years, with 
additional children and adults join- 
ing the group for shorter periods; 
she never refused a request for 
help.) “In the evenings, we wou 
sing and tell stories. It was always 
cozy.” ᾿ 

Though a devout Catholic, Miss 
Loots made no effort to influence 
her charges to convert. 

Though she never. married, the 
children for whom she cared over 


the years (Christians and Jews) ; 
maintain le contact with her.

The Bride as Art|

FOR THE first time in more than a 
generation the almost lost Afghan 
act of adorning a bride's face has 
been recreated in a special exhibit 
at the Israel Museum. Wedding day 
cosmetic and artistic preparations 
for a Jewish bride in Herat, 
Afghanistan, were lengthy 
procedures carried out by a woman 
especially skilled in the art of the 
zaraqg. The custom died out 
in Herat some 35 years ago; 
Noum Bar Am from the 
Department of Ethnography at the 
Israel Museum has sought out older 
women of the Afghan Jewish-Com-- 
munity here who remember this 
almost lost art. 


THE history of the Jewish com- 
munity of Herat, in North West 
Afghanistan, goes back to the 10th 
century. One legend even fixes its 
beginnings at the time of the exile of 
the Ten Tribes. However, 
documented knowledege of this 
Temote area does not go back 
further than the end of the last cen- 
tury. . Following .the. Soviat -invasion- -- 
lwo years ago, the few Jews still liv- 
ing in the town either immigrated to 
Israel or moved to Kabul, the 
Capilal, leaving behind four splen- 
did synagogues. 


THE SPECIAL facé adornment 
Was based on traditional patterns 
although the origins of the zarag are 
not clear, [t was one of the many 
Ceremonies associated with the 
betrothal and the wedding. The 
chuppah was a modest ceremony 
held in the home of the bride, while 
the wedding was celebrated 
afterwards in great lavishness, for 
Seven days and nights, at the home 
of the bridegroom. na 
The zaraq is composed: of 
coloured- spangles stuck to the 
forehead in a regular pattern and 
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framed by gilt paper stripes. To 
enlarge the area of the furehesd. the 
hair immediately above it was often 
plucked. The rest of the hair was 
braided into many thin plaits 
(braids) except lor two locks which 
were adorned with gilt paper. The 
face of the bride was heavily made- 
up, accentuating darkened joined 
eyebrows, blushing cheeks and 
groups of beauty spots, Following 
the application of the spangles and 
the make-up, the forehead, hair and 
neck were covered with jewelry. 
The zarag, when fastidiously and 
delicately apptied, with attention to 
matching and repeating the designs 
and colours of the jewellery, 
created a complete harmony 
between the jewelry and the 
adorned.

YOU WATCH them assemble on 
stage and you marvel; What kind of 
crazy cultural cholent has this 
pressure-cooker of a country 
cooked up? 

Consider the ingredients, Tuning 
the Spanish guitar is Miguel Her- 
stein, 35, urbane, soft-spoken, holder 
of a degree in comparative 
literature from Colorado Univer- 
sily. Folding himself onto the floor 
between his sitar and his violin is 
Samson Kehemkar, 52, Bombay- 
born and veteran of more than 30 
years of professional musical ex- - 
perience in India, Fitting the viola 
under her chin is Tzruya Lahav, 
born 31 years ago at Kibbutz Ayelet 
Hashahar and once a part of Bruce 
Springsteen's hard-rocking en- 
tourage. That's former rock-and- 
roller Sami Bat-Ayin, 24, of 
Jerusalem, strumming his Fender 
bass, And then there's the control- 
ling intelligence of the group, singer- 
percussionist Shlomo Bar, 39, born 
in Morocco and raised in the im- 
migrant transit-camp of Be'er 
Ya'acov outside Ramle — where he 
still lives today. 

In this land of abundant paradox, 
the musical aggregation called 
Habreira Hativit appears to be the 
most paradoxical piece of popular 
culture this country has ever 
produced. They are certainly the 
most popular “pop group” in the 
land, Both of their albums went 
“double gold,” achieving sales 
generally only dreamed about by 
other local performers, Yet their 
music is untike any other pop" 
music heard today — and in fact it 
rarely gets airplay on Israel Radio. 

Their audience is also unlike any 
other audience, It is not uncommon 
for three generations of a family 10 
attend a concert by Habreira 
Hativit. Even more unusual, their 
music appeals ta both Ashkenazim 

and Sephardim. 

“Again and again,” says Herstein, 
the most articulate of the group, 
“people will come up to us after a 
performance and thank us for recall- 
ing the melodies their grandmothers 
sang back in Warsaw, or for bring- 
ing back the music they fast heard in 
their youth in Casablanca.” 

Paradoxical? To everyone except 
the musicians themselves. Habreira 
Hativit is called The Natural 
Gathering in English, and they see

what they do as — well, as doing 
what comes naturally, 

It still seems that it shouldn't 
work, But then the lights go down, 
the music comes up, East meets 
West in little Israel, and something 
astonishing happens. The music vir- 
tually defies category. But the 
paradoxes are blown away, And it's 
a delight. 


HABREIRA HATIVIT is pas- 
sionately dedicated to developing a 
native Israeli music, something we 
haven't had for the past few thou- 
sand years. From the hora melodies 
imported from Eastern Europe by 
the pioneers to today’s pop-chart 
balladeers and punkistim, Israeli 
singers, song-writers and musicians 
have done everything but develop a 
truly homegrown popular sound. 
We've had Hebrew songs, of 
course, and good ones — good 
enough, at least, to walk all over the 
Eurovision Song Contest. And 
academics have made attempts to 
recreate a native Jewish music. But 
when have we ever produced a pop- 
ular music that is identifiable as be- 
ing solely, exclusively Israeli? 


“Setting aside the matter of 
language,’ says Herstein, ''a person 


listening to the radio in Kansas can 
hear a French song and identify it as 
French, or a Greek tune as Greek, 
or Japanese as Japanese. But what 
doés an Israeli musician have to of- 
fer? When I first came to this 
country 12 years ago, } asked singer 
Shalom Hanoch why Israeli song- 
writers were copying Western 
music. He gave me a blank look. He 
simply didn't understand the ques- 
tion. And today it's worse. A singer 
goes into the recording studio and 
says to his technicians; ‘Okay, now 
we want this song to sound like the 
fourth track on the second side of 
the latest Steely Dan album." 
Shlomo agrees. “The pop music 
you get on the radio — it's poison, 
It's a perversion, It’s just an imita- 
tion of other music. And the worst 
thing — it isn't Jewish.” 
THE JEWISHNESS of their music, 
surprisingly, is of prime importance 
to the group. Their lyrics are 
generally from the Bible, from 
mystical rabbinic literature, or from 
national poets like Leah Goldberg, 
Natan Alterman or Hanna Szenes. 
Shlomo, who usually selects the 
literary material and comes up with 
the main melodies, points out that 
he is no great devotee of literature, 


“T had to leave school around the 
ninth grade to go to work as a 
plasterer's apprentice,” he smiles, 
“and I've read maybe seven or eight 
books in my life. But somehow the 
poetry and I find each other at the 
right moment. | think God hes a 
hand in it.” 


Just as he favours poetic expres- 
sion that “belongs to the people,” 
Shlomo also points to the synagogue 
as the source of his musical inspira- 
tion. 


“My family weren't musicians,” 
he says, ‘‘and 1 never had any train- 
ing. But that doesn't mean we didn’t 
have music. We did — in the syn- 
agogue. And those melodies I heard 
as a child, that’s what binds us 
together as a community, All of the 
group's music today is rooted in the 
synagogue.” 


On one level it's easy enough to 
identify a traditional Jewish 
liturgical element in the band's 
music, “Hassidic Dialogue," for ex- 
ample, is 4 Lubavitcher’s delight, 
while “Shcharchoret," inspired by 
the Song of Songs set to a 
traditional! Sephardi melody, is 
mainline edor hamizrach (the Jewish 
communities from the East). 


HABREIRA HATIVIT got 
together five years ago in what the 
members like to refer to as an act of 
fate. Samson had just made aliya. At 
the same time, Herstein returned to 
Isracl (he originally came here in 
1968 but went back to the U.S. fora 
few years). 

Shlomo, meanwhile, had just 
made a name for himself by 
providing the music for Kriza, Nola 
Chilton's controversial musical 
docudrama about “the other 
Israel.”

The issue was raised by the 
Theatre und Film Censorship 
Board, a body which generally 
limits itself to viewing dirty movies 
and seeing lo it that the more 
gynecological footage is cut oul, 
and that the giant posters in the 
sireets have black squarcs covering 
the nipples and the pubic hair of the 
nude ladies displayed there, Though 
the board is entitled under the law 
to ask for changes in, or allo- 
gether ban, theatrical performances, 
they have until now wisely 
refrzined from doing so. 1 can recalt 
only one case, a good number of 
years ago, when a play was banned 
due to an exceptionally brutal scene- 
— the stoning of a baby ina peram- 
bulator. 
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Momentous nudity | 


But things have changed 
since the last elections, and we are 
being asked, among other things, to 
become more moral. Thus the Cen- 
sorship Board, which had given 
routine permission to stage The 
Great Whore, suddenly decided to 
review the decision. 

Someone unacquainted with the 
scene might assume from the above 
that this is the first time that full, 
“frontal” nudity is being shown on 
one of our stages. This is not so: 
nudity in the Israeli theatre, along 
with the theatres of all enlightened 
countries, is nothing new, | can 
recall offhand at least three cases of 
full stage nudity since, in the 
Cameri's Equus about four years 
ago, a boy and a girl took off their

THE PROLIFERATION of UJA, 
UIA, Hadassah, WIZO, Pioneer 
Women, American Mizrachi 
Women and American Jewish Com- 
mittee tour buses crowding the 
parking bays of four- and five-star 
hotels, create the impression that 
Jews from all over the world are 
flocking in droves to Israel.

“The Ministry of Tourism is not 
obliged to help us, but they do, 
says Belgian-born Sister Elisabeth, 
who works at CIC and came to 
Israel in 1974 after having served 
her order for many years in Africa. 

Sister Elisabeth has a heavy, well- 
compartmentalized file on 
everything the Christian tourist in 
Israel may want to know, including 
information on nearly 40 different 


. denominations.

The centre has compiled a list — 
in English—of Egged and Arab bus 
routes {n Jerusalem and has printed 
its own map of Christian Jerusalem, 
which, in addition to the Fourteen 
Stations of the Cross, includes other 
sites mentioned in the New Testa- 
ment. The map also offers sugges- 
tions for tours to other places of in- 
terest to Christians such as 
Bethlehem, Jericho, Bethany, 
Nazareth, Mount Tabor and the 
Galilee region. 

Since 1967, people of all faiths 
have been able to explore 
Jerusalem's holy sites without being 
subjected to cither physical or

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Dispute halts C-o-L negotiations

TEL AVIV. — The negotiations 
over a cost-of-living allowance 
agreement broke down last week in 
a dispute over the size of paymenis. 
No new date was set for talks bet- 
ween the Histadrut labour federa- 
tion and the coordinating Bureau of 
Economic Organizations, the 
employers’ organization. 


The Histadrut delegation, headed 
by trade union department chief 
Israel Kessur, wanted workers to be 
compensated for 90 per cent of 
price rises if inflation is more than 
100 per cent a year. Histadrut 
sources said that, since Finunce 
Minister Yoram Aridor supports 
100 per cent compensation, they 
could not fag loo far behind. 

Private employers said the C-o-L 
allowance should compensate for 90

per cent of the price rises only if the 
index rises by [50 or 160 per cent τὶ 
year. Lust year the C-o-L allowance 
was linked to 80 per cent of the 
price index, inflation was about 100 
per cent and wages consequently in- 
creased by |3 per cent in real terms. 

The chairman of the Manufac- 
turers Associalion's labour commit- 


tec, Avi Pelossof, told The Jerusalem 
Post that industry cannot afford 
such increases. He noted the agree- 
ment to link the C-o-L allowance to 
80 per cent of the price index was 
made when inflation reached 144 
per cent «year, He claimed there is 
πὸ justificution lo increase the rate 
of compensation when inflation has 
drupped. ᾿ 

Last week’s talks ended 45 minutes 
after they had begun at Histadrut 
headquarters in Tel Aviv. Since no 
mew date was set, last week's 
development also affects negotiations 
for a new wage agreement. The old 
agreement expired on Wednesday of 
fast week. 

However, the law states a wage 
fgreement remains binding until 
replaced by another. Accordingly, 
Pelossof said that April salary che- 
ques will be calculated according to 
the old agreement.

TEL AVIV. — Vegetable growers 
are demanding tht the governinent 
revise the Vegetable Control Law, 
Ata press conference here last 
week farmers, organized under the 
Histadrut jabour federation 
Agriculture Centre who represent 
80 per cent of the vegetable growers 
in Israel, said that the present law 
has a number of loopholes, which 
are being exploited by Arab farmers 
from Judea and Samaria. 


These Arabs have not been able 
to ship their vegetables over the Jor- 
dun bridges, causing a glut — 
especially of tomatoes — in the 
local market. The Israeli growers, 
especially farmers in the Arava and 
Jordan Rift, also have had a boun- 
tifull season with huge surplus, They

have been forced to destroy over I,- 
600 tons of tomatoes in their fields, 
causing lusses of over 1S60m. 

The farmers are ulso demanding 
more government financial aid to 
ensure thal farmers will plant accor- 
ding to plun. ; 

They seek a stronger law “with 
teeth," so that the Arab farmers will 
not be able to undermine the loval 
murkel. , 

The growers are ulso demanding 
that the Arab farmers be compen- 
sated, sv thal tomaloes and other 
vegetables cun be destroyed in the 
field — if no other market for them 
is available — just as is done with 
Israeli produce. 

Farmers lost considerably over 
IS25m_in exports this year, they 
said. This year they ate facing stiff 
competition, especially from 
growers on the Canary Islands.

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Hapoalim assets rise 
131.8%, profit 145.2%

TEL AVIV. — Bank Hapoalim 
has announced its financial. 
results for fiscal 1981. The bank’s 
total consolidated assets amounted 
to. 18297.5 billion, an increase of 
131.8 per cent over the preceding 
year. Consolidated net profits came 
to 1S1,592.5 million, a rise of 145.2 
per cent. 

Expressed in dollars, the bank's 
assets come to $19.1b. and the net 
profits were $102.1. 

Giora Gazit, the chairman of the 
bank's board of management, told 
financial reporters that in the year 
under review the foreign currency. 
component of the balance sheet was 
48 per cent, a rise of 3 per cent over 
1980, He also said that for the first 
time in the bank’s history its dollar 
earnings had exceeded the $100m. 
mark, 

In keeping with recommendation 
No. 23 of the Institute of Chartered 
Accountants, the bank's real yield 
on its own adjusted capital was 6.07 
per cent. Gazit stressed that if 
proposed legislation goes into effect 
and keeping in mind the 182.3. al- 
located for taxes, the bank's real 
yield will be adjusted upwards to be 
in excess of 7.5 per cent. 

Bank Hapoalim was not affected 
by the general weakness of the local 
diamond industry, since it has 
traditionally not been active in this 


Condensed consolidated profit and 


sector. However, the bank is an im- 
portant factor in the financing of 
the construction industry. Gazit was 
careful to point out that in the 
process of financing thal industry, it 
took pains to obtain highly liquid 
collateral on all loans. 

Total consolidated deposits of the 
bank rose by 125.8 per cent, to 
reach 1$192.6b. Expressed in U.S. 
currency, deposits amounted to 
$12.3b. or 8.8 per cent more than at 
the end of 1980. A similar growth 
was experienced in outstanding 
loans, which totalled 18192.2b., or 
$12.3b., increases of [38,7 per cent 
and 15.0 per cent, respectively. 

The Bank Hapoalim Group con- 
sists of 338 branches active in com- 
mercial and mortgage banking, and 
institutions active in industrial 
development. 

The bank expanded its capital 
base in 1981 by means of two public 
offerings on the Tel Aviv Stock Ex- 
change, which totalled more than 
1510. 

The bank floated a $50m. offering 
on the Eurodollar market, which 
brought the tolal of such offerings 
to $180m. 

The board of directors will 
recommend to the annual general 
meeting to pay shareholders bonus 
shares of 100 per cent as weil as a 
cash dividend of 12.5 per cent of or- 
dinary shares and 15.5 per cent of 
ordinary preferred shares.

RAMAT GAN. — More than 250 
participants in the first Maccabiah 
last week enjoyed a sen- 
timental reunion at Kfar Hamac- 
cabiah here exactly 50 years io the 
day after the opening of the first 
games in Tel Aviv on March 29, 
1932. Among the guests of honour 
at the Maccabi World Union recep- 
tion was 85-year-old Yosef 
Yekutieli, who initiated the idea of 
the world games for Jewish 
sportsmen, 

Yekutieli, now confined to a 
wheel-chair, was among the oldest 
participants at the gathering — but 
not the oldest. That record was 
shured by Avraham_Aronof Levi, 
88, and Avrahum Etkind, 86, who 
were both organizers and flag 
bearers al the inaugural Maccabiuh 
and at subsequent games. 


The youngest sportsman at- 
tending was probably Belfast-born 
Aaron Cohen, 65, who was a pule- 
vaulter for the Eretz Yisrael team at 
the first meet. 

The participants — u mixture of- 
athletes, officials und then-youthful 
gymnasts — received jubilee cer- 
lificates from MWU heads Israel 
Peled, Yitzhak Caspi and Menahem 
Novictch.

Apart from this, equating the 
Peace treaty with a general feeling 
of security is not felt “to be satisfac-

Sir, — In 1950, the British 
Government concluded an agree- 
ment with the Israel Government 
under which it transferred to the 
Israel Government its. obligation to 
pay pensions to its former officials 
Tesiding in Israel. The British 
Government acted without asking 
its former officials whether they 
agreed that Britain should be 
released from its obligation in this 
regard. 


Under the above agreement the 
State of Israel undertook to pay the 
pensions in accordance with the 
scale laid down in the Pensions Or- 
dinance at that lime. But on Oc- 
tober 1, 1955, the British authorities 
began paying to former Palestinian 
Officials residing in Jordan new al- 
lowances over and above the provi- 
sion laid down in the Pensions Or- 


dinance. These additional al- 
lowances are denied to former 
Palestinian oficials residing in Israel 
who continue to get, up to this day, 
the same pension as was payable to 
them at the time when the Mandate 
ended. 

There used to be over 5,000 ex, 
officials in this country. Now their 
number is down to 1,000 approx- 
imately. The average pension they 
receive is £6,50 per month. 

Under the circumsances it would 
be right and proper for the British 
Government to stop making such an 
unfair discrimination between 
Israeli and Jordanian pensioners, We 
sincerely hope they will see fit to 
make due redress,
